MUTUAL DISARM.UMENT WOULD SAVE ENOUGH TO OFI 
SET MUTUAL CANCELLATION OF WAR DEBTS. 


By disarmament no one means literal disarmament, but only 
the limiting of armaments. Our appropriations for the army and 
navy for 1920 were $1,499,000,000, while as recently as 1917 they 
were but $598,000,000. Narly a billion could be knocked off the 
appropriation without getting below the plane of 1917, which 
would be quite worth while. Not all the European nations could 
reduce at once; France could not do so before the German menace 
to her safety was eliminated. There is hope that this will be ac- I 
complished before long. Japan would have to be included in any 
agreement before we could reduce our expenditures much. How­ 
ever, It us suppose that these points can be adjusted; it would be 
worth while trying. At present all want to disarm but no one 
is willing to take the first step in doing so. 
As to the mutual cancellation of debts, about $10,000,000,000 
is owing to us from the Allies, of which Great Britain’s share is . 
some $4,335,000,000. 
It Is understood that she has proposed a 
cancellation scheme, which was rather a generous thing to do, 
since there is due to her from the Allies $8,655,000,000, and she 
would therefore be forgiving double the amount that she would 
be forgiven.' It seems that we should be no less generous than 
Great Britain, for it cannot ba denied that the Allies were fight­ 
ing our battles nor that we failed miserably in our duty by not 
taking our stand with them at the beginning of the war.

To avoid penalties, the returns must 
be in the hands of a collector or a 
deputy collector of internal revenue 
on or before midnight of that date. 
, On page I of the income tax forms 
Is the following: lf you need asistance 
C olo a deputy collector or to the col' 
lector’s office, but first read instruc­ 
tions and fill out sheet 
(face and 
back) in pencil as well 
as you can! 
Much time can be saved both the gov­ 
ernment officers and the taxpayers 
if before seeking aid, the taxpayer 
will follow this injunction- 
For ex­ 
ample- blank spaces are provided for j 
answers to the following questions: i 
“Are you a 
citizen 
of 
tho 
United t 
States. 
‘‘If not are you a resident of j 
the United States?’’ “Did you file a I 
return for 1919?” “If so what address 
was given on that return7” “Were 
you married and living with wife and 
husband on the last day of your taxa­ 
ble period?” “How many dependant 
persons under 18 (or if over 18) in­ 
capable of self-support because men­ 
tally or physically defective) were re­ 
ceiving their chief support from 
on the 
last day 
of 
your taxable I 
period?” 
Such questions as these should not ; 
await inquiry from revenue officers 
assisting in making out the forms. 
Returns are required of every mar­ 
ried couple whose n?t income and that 
of dependent children for the year 
was $2,000.00 or more and from every 
single person or married person not 
living with wife or husband—whose 
net income was $1,000 or more- 
The exemptions are $2 OOO for mar­ 
ried persons and heads of families and 
$1,000 for single person Sr-pr married 
persons not living w-ith wife or hus 
hand—and are determined bv the tax 
payer’s status on th» last day of the 
taxable year, December 81, 1920. Hus­ 
band and wife may make a combind 
return of their joint net income if less 
than $5 000. If the incom« of either 
exceeded 
$5,000. 
separate 
returns 
should be filed for the purpose of com­ 
puting correctly the surtax which ap­ 
plies only to income in excess of that 
amount. 
The tax may be paid in full at the 
Itime of filling the return, or in four 
equal installments, due on 
or before 
March 15, September 15, June 15. Sep­ 
tember lo and December 15. Tax­ 
payers are advised not to send cash 
through the mail.

MUTUAL DISARMAMENT WOULD SAVE ENOUGH TO OFF­ 
SET MUTUAL CANCELLATION OF WAR DEBTS. 


By disarmament no one means literal disarmament, but only 
the limiting of armaments. Our appropriations for the army and 
navy for 1920 were $1,499,000,000, while as recently as 1917 they 
were but $598,000,000. Narly a billion could be knocked off the 
appropriation without getting below the plane of 1917, which 
would be quite worth while. Not all the European nations could 
reduce at once; France could not do so before the German menace 
to her safety was eliminated. There is hope that this will be ac- j 
eomplished before long. Japan would have to be included in any 1 
agreement before we could reduce our expenditures much. How­ 
ever, it us sup,- -u that these p int* can lie adjusted; it would be 
worth while trying. At p resen t ail want to disarm but no one 
is willing to take the first step in doing so. 
As to the mutual cancellation of debts, about 510,000,000,000 
is owing to us from the Allies, of which Great Britain’s share is - 
some .$4,335,000,OOO. 
It Is understood that she has proposed a 
cancellation scheme, which was rather a generous thing to do, 
since there is due to her from the Allies $8,655,000,000, and she 
would therefore be forgiving double the amount that she would 
be forgiven.' It seems that we should be no less generous than 
Great Britain, for it cannot be denied that the Allies were fight­ 
ing our battles nor that we failed miserably in our duty by not 
taking our stand with them at the beginning of the war.

HUNGARY’S CABINET 
NAER COLLAPSE IS

Th* following statem ent is issued 
by the internal revenue office: 
‘ With tho approach of March 15- 
taxpayers are advised not to delay in 
the preparation and filing of their In­ 
come tax returns for the year 1920.
